For the benefit of certain 
bumptious and evidently self-seeking 
individuals who have sought to 
destroy the morals of the deaf people 
of this land by undermining their 
loyalty in the jrood old S. A. D. we 
wish to interject the ancient remark 
that there has never been anything 
perfect in this vale of tears, sine* 
life first rose up from the steamy 
slime of the paleozoic mud-flats, 
—and in all probability there will 
never be anything perfect as lonfj as 
time goes on. We use perfect in the 
sense of being satisfactory to every- 
one. Very likely, the N. A. D. is 
not perfect in any sense. Very 
likely, it has made mistakes, and 
will continue to make mistakes. As 
an organization, it merely reflects 
the weaknesses, as well as the good 
qualities of its members. The same 
can be said of the United States 
Government, or, in fact, of any 
organization composed of human 
beings. The present administration 
of our Association is not composed 
of gods, but of men, and as men, 
they do and must make mistakes, 
"the same as me and you." But 
if our bumptious friends will care- 
fully review the history of prev 
administrations of the N. A. D. they 
will perhaps be surprised to dis' 
that the present incumbents have 
fared no worse than their 
predecessors. In fact we are will- 
ing to wager that they have, on the 
whole fared better.

The White House 

A house happily named ! Gleam- 
ing in white from top to liottom. 
A treasury of patriotic associations! 
The official representative of the 
American home ! 

The prevailing characteristic of 
the White House is a stately simp- 
licity. Whether from Pennsylvania 
Avenue one sees the columns of the 
portico, but partly revealed through 
the foliage of noble trees, or from the 
lawns in the rear catches a glimpse 
of the southern balcony with colon- 
nade and winding stairways em- 
bowered in vines, the air is one of 
diginity and repose. And from all 
aspects, the White House, is a per- 
fect example of American colonial 
architecture. 

It was the first public building 
erected at the seat of the new 
government. Washington, himself 
selected the site, laid the corner- 
stone, (Oct. 13, 1792), and lived to 
see the building completed. We seem 
to remember reading somewhere 
that the immortal George, in 
company with his wife, walked 
through its empty rooms a few days 
before his death. John Adams was 
the first occupant in 1800. 

Curiously enough, it wus not till 
it was over a century old that the 
White House received its pre 
popular name. Burned by the 
Bristish under Ross in 1814, it was 
painted white when repaired, and 
this caused it to be called the Whit' 
House, loyally, although it ■ 
officially termed The Kxecti* 
Mansion. In 1904 Roosevelt officially 
conferred the name "White House" 
upon this home of the Presidents. 

But ha' done: I see I will never 
make the grade with the space at 
my disi>osal. So instead of telling 
you more of the romance and beauty 
of the White House, I inviteyouall 
to come to Washington at the time 
of the N. A. D. Convention, and see 
it with your own eyes. It i 
house you will never forget.

memorial to Thomas Hoi-kins Gal 
lauuet and to M 

At the Colorado .Spring Conven 
tion of the N. A. D. in 1910, it was 
decided to repair the Gallaudet 
mounment, which was erected at 
Hartford, Ct., in 1854, but at the 
Detroit Convention in 1920, the As- 
sociation decided upon a replica of 
the memorial as the old mouument 
was not desired on the site of the 
school, at Hartford, Ct. 

The names of Messrs. Hanson , 
Howard and Cloud were omitted 
from the list of former presidents of 
the N. A. D. to whom was due a 
succesful drive for funds with which 
to repair the original Gallaudet 
Mounment. Dr. Hanson appointed 
a committee in charge of the project. 
The fund was practically completed 
when Mr. Arthur L. Roberts was 
elected president. He and tlx 
mittee inscribed their names on the 
fedestal of the memorial. 

I». Howard, Hanson and 
Cloud each <]• ome credit for 

their work. The next generation 
of the 'leaf will not know this fact. 

I know of many statues that bear 
no committee names. The names 
of the Gallaudet Memorial Com- 
mittee will cheapen the repulica. 

When the name- of the committee 
of the statue erected on Kendall 
Green in Washinton. D. C, in 1889 
red on the back of same a 
great many deaf people pro' 
against it. In diference to public 
disapproval it was agreed that the 
names would be erased, then the 
excitement died down and it was 
forgotten. T 'n fortunately the 

names remained. Messrs. Roberta, 
Drake and O'Rouke were in knee 
pants in 18«9, and probably never 
heard of the criticrism. 

In a recent ertiele appearing in the 
i Mi ris' JOtraKAL, President 
Rob lid that the monument 

committee was direr ted bv a nation- 
al convention to make a duplicated 
of the original Washington monu- 
ment, and their inscriptions v 
necessarily made. I see no necessity 
for following as a precedent what 
the deaf did in 1889. This is an 
age of progress and advancement 
and customs change. 

The names of the committee 
should be taken off the GaJlaudei 
Memorial. I would suggest that 
this matter be laid before the com 
ing convention of the N. A. D. for 
action. The Association can order 
the elimination. If this should not 
be done it will make it much harder 
to get any funds fortbe \'. A. I), 
memorial hereafter. 

In the New Era, Mr. J. A. Sul- 
livan, a teacher in the Connecticut 
School for the Deaf, wrote an art 
on the subject. He ex; iim- 

self as favoring the matter b< 
brought before the convention.
